nctually live in dire misery, Comments vere heard such ass; "See how rich 
we arey It is only our leaders who are vortiilegs." . 
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There are signs of complete exhaustion and frustration on the faces of the 
Yugosiav peozle, and there is widespread hunger in the country, The people 
wait in line for hours to buy current neads, The only well-nourished people 
are State employ-es, and members of the UDB, Army, KNOJ and the Militia,
